G.S.R. 762(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 27 of (he Legal Services Authorities Act. 1987 (No, 
39 of 1987), the Central Government hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—11) These rules may be 
called the National J.egal Services Authority Rules, 1995. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Gazette of India. 

2. Definitions,—In these rules unless the context otherwise 
requires — 

fa) “Act'’ means the Legal Services Authorities AcL 
1987; 

(b) “Central Authority” means the National Legal Ser¬ 
vices Authority constituted under section 3 of the 
Act; 

ici “Member” means the members of the Central Autho¬ 
rity nominated under clause (c) of sub-section (2) of 
-cctiun 3 of the Act; 

(d) "Member-Secretary” means the Member-Secretary of 
the Central Authority appointed under sub-section 

(3) of the Act; 

(r,l all other words and expressions used in these rules 
but not defined shall have the same meaning assign¬ 
ed to them in the Act. 

3. The number, experience and qualifications of other mem¬ 
bers of the Central Authority.—(1) The Central Authority 
shall consist of not more than twelve members. 

(2) The following shall he the ex-olficio members of the 
Central Authority, namely 

(i) Secretary, 

Department of Legal Affair*. 

Ministry ol Law, Justice and 
Company Affairs, 

Government of India or any of his nominee 

lii ) Secretary, 

Department of Expenditure, 
in the Ministry of Finance, 

Government of India or unv of his nominee; 
and 

(iii) two Chairman of the State Legal Services Authorities 
ns may be nominnled by the Central Government 
in consultation with the Chief Justice of India : 

Provided that the Patron-in-Chief of the Central Authority 
may nominate, until the constitution of State Authorities under 
the Act, Chairman of any two of the Slate Legal Aid and 
Ad\iec Boaicls or Committees, by whatever name called, 
existing prior to such constitution. 

(3) The Central Government may nominate, in consulta¬ 
tion with the Chief Justice of India, other membeis from 
amongst those possessing the experience and qualifications 
prescribed in sub-rule (4) of this rule, 

(4) A person shall not be qualified for nomination as a 
member of the Central Authority unless he is— 

fa) an eminent person in the field of law; or 

(b) a person of repute who is specially interested in the

(c) an eminent Social Worker who is engaged in the 

upliftment of the weaker sections of the people, 
including Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, women, 
children, rural and urban labour. 

4. Appointment of Member-Secretary.—The Central Gov¬ 
ernment shall in consultation with the Chief Justice of India, 
appoint a person to be the Member-Secretary of ibe Central 
Authority, possessing experience and qualifications as pres¬ 
cribed in rule 5. 

5. The experience art! Qualification 5 of tbc Member-Secre¬

6 . Powers and Functions of the Member-Secretary,_The

and Programmes approved by the Central Authority 
and ensure their effective monitoring and implemen¬ 
tation throughout the country ; 

(b) to exercise the powers in respect of administrative,

(c) to manage the properties, records and funds of the 

Central Authority ; 

fd) to maintain true and proper accounts of the Central 
Authority Including checking and auditing in respect 
thereof periodically; 

(e) to prepare Annual Income and Expenditure Accounts 

and Balance Sheet of the Central Authority; 

(f) to liaise wilh the Social Action Groups and the State 

legal Seiviees Authorities; 

fgl to maintain up-to-date and complete stati-tic.il infor¬ 
mation, including progress made in the implemen¬ 
tation of various I.egal Services Programmes from 
time to time; 

rh) to process project proposals for financial assistance 
and issue Utilisation Certificates thereof; 

tj) to convene Meetings/Seminnrs and Workshops con¬ 
nected with Legal Services Programmes and prepara¬ 
tion of Reports and follow-up action thereon ; 

(j) to produce video/documcnlary films, publicity male- 

rial. literature and publications to inform general 
public about the various aspects of the Legal Ser¬ 
vices Programmes ; and 

(k) to perform such other f unci ions as may be expedient 

for efficient functioning of the Central Authority. 

7. The terms of office and other conditions relating thereto,

(I) The members of the Central Authority nominated by the 
Central Government under sub-rule (3) of rule 3. shall hold 
office for a lei m of two years and a retiring member shall 
be eligible for renomination for not more than one term. 

(2) A memher of the Central Authority nominated by the 
Central Government under sub-rule (3) of rule 3 may be 
removed by the Cenlral Government if in the opinion of 
the Central Government, it it not desirable to continue him 
as a member.
